arm y in North Poland has achiev ed a 
notable v ictory in which 
11.000 Rus­ 
sians and 43 machine nuns were cap 
tured, according to the official report 
issued in Berlin Sunday 
The French line was repulsed in a 
v iolent attack at Cirey. or Flirey, as 
the Berlin statem ent reads, and 000 
prisoners wen taken. 
Offsetting this, the otti ial 
French 
comm unication issued m Paris Suu 
day reports an important adv ance b> 
the F rench troops in *he forest of 
Petre, in France, and the repulse of 
three v iolent German infantry attacks 
in the southeast of Ypres, Belgium. 
The Berlin official statem ent reads: 
"Following their 
unsu cessful a t ­ 
tack on Apremont, December 11. the 
French again attacked Saturday afte r­ 
noon ov er a large front by way of 
Flirey (Cirey 1. 
The attack ended in 
the loss to the enemy of 
6(>n pris­ 
oners and a large number of men 
killed an dinjured. 
Our losses in this 
engagem ent amounted to 
about 
70 
wounded. 
The rest of the day passed 
quietly in the western theater 
"In northern 
Poland we captured 
a num ber of the enemy's positions, 
taking 11.000 prisoners and 43 m a­ 
chine guns. 
"T here is no news from East P rus­ 
sia or from southern Poland.”
